Livestock 
Prices on 
the Upgrade 


WASHINGTON (AP) — After 


slumping for two months, farm 
livestock prices are on the 
move again and soon may force 
consumers to gird their loins at 
meat counters. 


The Agriculture Department 


reported Wednesday that live- 
cattle prices rose in May to an 
all-time high of $33.10 per 100 
pounds. Hogs averaged an 11- 
per-cent increase, to 
$24.90, 


mainly as a result of fewer 
baby pigs last winter. 


According to the trend, beef 


and pork soon may be headed 
for another round of retail-price 
increases if the higher farm 
prices are passed on fully by 
middlemen. 


Meat, 
which 
makes 
up 


around 30 per cent of the fami- 
ly food budget, is a key cost-of- 
living indicator. 


Although down in April, 


wholesale 
and retail 
meat 


prices for May could be pushed 
up again by the latest farm 
surge. 


Government reports on the 


situation, however, will not be 
announced until later in June. 
Meantime, the rising livestock 
prices are being eyed closely 
by consumer-conscious Nixon 
administration economists. 


Here is what happened: In 


late February, after enjoying a 
five-month price climb, farm- 
ers began getting less for live 
cattle and hoes.

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GunmanTakes 
Hostage, 
Robs Bank 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) — 


A mustachioed gunman was at 
large early today after he kid- 
naped 
a 
bank 
president 


Wednesday and gave him just 
three minutes to collect about 
$22,000 from his bank. 


The banker's wife, held as a 


hostage, was found unharmed 
afterward in the trunk of her 
car, 
police said. 


Kven as authorities probed 


the city's third bank robbery in 
two weeks, another local bank 
reported an apparent extortion 
plot that fizzled early Wednes- 
day afternoon. 


Sought in the first extortion 


scheme was a young man with 
a mustache, flashy clothes and 
long dark hair who abducted B. 
H. Bentley, president of the 
Valley-Hi National Bank. 


Bentley, who was released at 


the bank after he filled an at- 
tache case with money, said he 
was confronted by the gunman 
when he answered the doorbell 
at his home early Wednesday 
morning. 


"When I opened the door, I 


was looking into the end of a 
pistol," Bentley said. 


The bank executive, 59, said 


he was forced to drive the ban- 
dit to his bank, where he was 
given "three minutes" to enter 
the firm and return with the at- 
tache case filled with $20 bills. 


The bandit remained in Bent- 


ley's car while he went inside, 
and he fled in the auto after 
receiving the money, Bentley 
said. 


The car was later 
found 


abandoned at a nearby apart- 
ment complex early Wednesday 
afternoon. 


At about the same time, far 


across the city at the American 
State Bank, officials said a 
man called with a demand that 
the bank place some money at 
a nearby motel in return for 
the safety of a bank executive. 


But police said the executive 


was at a meeting and apparent- 
ly in no danger, and officials 
disregarded the call. 


In the Bentley case, the FBI 


and local law officers sought 
not o.tiy ihe gunman but an ac- 
complice. 


Bentley said he never saw 


the accomplice but his wife, 
Oral, told police someone drove 
her around in her car for sev- 
eral minutes after her husband 
left with the gunman. 


She said the driver returned 


to 
the 
Bentley's' 
garage, 


parked the car and tapped on 
the trunk, asking if she was all 
right. After Mrs. Bentley re- 
plied affirmatively, she heard 
foot steps and a door close, she 
said. 


Bentley said the bandit First 


made his wife bind him with 
surgical tape, then bound her, 
then forced him into a bed- 
room. He said he didn't see his 
wife again until after the rob- 
bery 


The bandit disappeared, and 


when he returned 30 minutes 
later, he said an accomplice 
was holding his wife, "but that 
no one would be hurt if I coop- 
erated," Bentley said. 


They next went to the bank to 


carry out the gunman's orders, 
Bentley said. 


Shortly 
after 
the gunman 


fled, the executive said, the 
bank received a call advising 
officials that Mrs. Bentley was 
locked in the car trunk.

Work 
Experiment 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) - An 


11-month experiment involving 
a four-day, 40-hour work week 
for Memphis policemen is being 
abandoned today, one month 
earlier than scheduled. 


Memphis 
Police Chief Bill 


Price said the program, funded 
by the federal government, has 
not cut the crime rate as hoped 
and it contributed to fatigue 
that resulted in more squad car 
traffic mishaps. 


Uniformed officers will go 


bck on five-day weeks, work- 
ing eight hours instead of 10 
hours per day, he said. 


"Most of the men were tired 


of the experiment," Price said. 
"They didn't like it. The only 
thing they liked about it was 
three days off a week. All of 
them liked that." 


The experiment was begun 


last July by former 
Police 


Chief Henry Lux to test wheth- 
er having more men and cars 
on the streets during heavy 
crime periods would cut the 
crime rate. 


"There was no significant 


crime reduction," Price said, 
"None whatsoever. It was just 
something new and they want- 
ed to see if it worked. It 
didn't." 


Price said he had complaints 


from some of the wives of the 
250 men involved. "The ex- 
periment caused a man to 
leave home an hour earlier and 
made him 30 to 40 minutes late 
getting home.

$1,000,000. A conservative figure 
for the amount of heroin sold in 
America last year is $230,000,000. 


"You are wrong, if you think 


your community is not affected," 
said Dr. Jordan, "I have seen 
youngsters from many small 
communities and towns brought 
into our hospitals for treatment 
and sometimes to die." 


How does this affect the 


business community of our 
nation? It takes at least $10,000 a 


year to support a heroin addict. 
He can't earn it so he steals it. A 
conservative estimate of theft to 
support heroin addiction is one 
and one-half billion dollars stolen 
last year.

It 
has made a great difference 
in my life and it means be- 
ing able to live a perfectly 
normal life w i t h o u t any 
itchy, clowny face and run- 
ning to the hospital emer- 
gency room for adrenalin.

for your nice letter. It is 
true that some people are 
allergic to aspirin, like you. 
Unfortunately, many people 
have this same p r o b l e m 
from allergies to other sub- 
stances and, as you have dis- 
covered, it is a long, drawn- 
out process in finding which 
substance is guilty. You are 
very fortunate and saw a 
very good doctor. Certainly 
allergy to aspirin or other 
medicines should be consid- 
ered when searching for the 
cause of an allergy.

you explain why caffeine is 
always included with aspirin 
and other m e d i c i n e s for 
headaches? 


Dear Reader—Caffeine is 


useful in r e l i e v i n g head- 
aches in some people be- 
cause it causes constriction 
of the arteries to the head, 
both inside and outside the 
skull. A large n u m b e r of 
h e a d a c h e s are caused by 
temporary dilation of these 
arteries and if the caffeine 


causes them to constrict 
headache is relieved.

Droves of disillusioned va- 


cationers return home every 
year crying for the blood of 
the travel agent who sold 
them that rotten packaged 
tour. O t h e r s come back 
happy as a man whose stock 
has just gone up 20 points, 
and besides inflicting their 
color slides on you will press 
the name of their agent upon 
you as if they'd found a 
doctor who m a k e s house 
calls. 


What makes the 
differ- 


ence? How can you avoid 
the w o e f u l experience of 
spending all that money to 
buy two or three weeks of 
happiness and reaping only 
rue, along with the devout 
wish that your travel agent 
should drop dead in the gar- 
bage dump? 


There are two reasons, in 


the main, for agent-arranged 
vacations that prove to be 
disappointments. One is that 
you were dealing with an 
agent who, to put it chari- 
tably, perhaps should be in 
some other line of business. 


Just as there are differ- 


ences among v i o l i n i s t s , 
mathematicians, horse train- 
ers and baseball players, so 
it is with travel agents. 
Some are better than others. 
You don't have to pass any 
proficiency tests to become 
one; 
anybody can put a sign 


in the window saying he's a 
travel agent. There are at 
least five franchise organiza- 
tions that will set you up in 
the business. 


Agents work in one of two 


ways. If you have your own 
vacation plan, an agent will 
work out your travel sched- 
ule and make the reserva- 
tions, and arrange your hotel 
accommodations. Or y o u 
can buy a packaged tour, 
which some wholesaler has 
probably put together, the 
agent acting as a middle- 
man retailer. An experi- 
enced agent who r e a l l y 
knows the travel business 
has a lot of expertise to put 
at your disposal. One who's 
little more than a sales 
clerk, offering an array of 
s o m e o n e else's packaged 
tours, is only going to pro- 
vide you with whatever you 
buy.

Informants said his pre- 
sentation takes full account of 
President Nixon's talks with So- 
viet leaders in Moscow. 


This American assessment 


was prepared for the annual 
foreign ministers' meeting of 
the Central Treaty Organ- 
ization, or CENTO. The United 
States is an associate member 
of the group, which is made up 
of Britain, Turkey, Iran and 
Pakistan. 


The ministers of the five na- 


tions also are due to examine a 
secret report on the spread of 
Communist subversion, espe- 
cially through the Middle East. 


High-ranking sources said 


Britain shares American ex- 
pectations that the Russians in- 
tend to pursue their drive for 
influence in the Mediterranean, 
the Middle East, the Persian 
Gulf and the Indian Ocean. 


The CENTO conference will 


discuss 
how to counter ad- 


vances the Soviet Union has 
made in concluding friendship 
and cooperation treaties with 
Egypt, India and Iraq and in 
supplying arms in the area.
